A Death-Dealing Gale. 

Croxcrynati, Jan. 9.—It is reported 
here that a terrific tornado visited 
Pittsburg to-day and that some of the 
largest buildings were blown down and 
many people killed. 

Prrrsnund Jan. 9.—A terrible wind 
a id rain storm passed over this city at 


12:30 this afternoon, during which a 
large building in the course of erection 
on Diamond street, collapsed, carrying 
twenty workmen to the ground, and 
burying at least twenty more in the 
ruins.

The building 
fell with an awful crash and was heard
